On  February  24,  1975,  Mrs.  Barbara  Rhoades,  1915  .    . 
English  teacher  and  department  head  at  Mt.  1932  .  .  . 
Everett,  died  of  a  sudden  heart  attack  in  Shef- 
field. She  had  been  teaching  for  twenty-eight  1936  .  .  . 
years  —  twenty  here  at  Mt.  Everett.  Over  the  1936-39 
years  she  upheld  high  academic  standards  in 
her  classes;  appropriately,  she  was  the  advisor  1939-40 
of  the  National  Honor  Society.  Everyone  who  1940-43 
came  in  contact  with  Mrs.  Rhoades  was  influ- 
enced by  her  friendly  and  caring  nature.  She  1943  .  .  . 
was  loved  by  her  students,  her  co-teachers,  and 
the  people  of  her  community  alike.  It  is  hard  to  1943-44 
put  down  in  words  what  we  feel  after  the  death 
of  someone  as  dear  to  so  many  as  Mrs.  Rhoades  1954-55 
was;  words  just  cannot  express  what  we  feel.  1955-75

Mt.  Everett  Gets  New  Principal 

After  twenty-three  years  in  teacher  and  principal  roles 
with  the  local  schools  and  the  Southern  Berkshire  Region- 
al School  District,  Mr.  Albert  J.  Trocchi  resigned  his  prin- 
cipalship  last  summer  (1974)  to  take  a  position  with  the 
state  department  of  education. 

Mr.  Trocchi  s  successor,  Dr.  Edward  Bierman,  was 
named  by  the  school  committee  a  few  weeks  later.  After 
initial  observations  around  the  school  last  fall,  Dr.  Bier- 
man began  incorporating  changes  and  initiating  new  ap- 
proaches. Morning  B.A.  announcement  responsibilities 
were  assumed  by  the  student  council  president,  Karen 
Hyatt,  faculty  meetings  were  designed  to  encourage  and 
orient  "updating"  of  teaching  methods,  teacher  work- 
shops were  scheduled  and  released  time  was  provided, 
and  Dr.  Bierman  assumed  the  5-12  curriculum  director- 
ship while  Mr.  Chamberland,  vice-principal,  took  on  the 
5-12  discipline  task  along  with  other  responsibilities. 
Many  other  changes  are  probable  for  the  future.

CURRICULUM 


Math  Builds  Geodesies  Dome 


ART  has  increased  the  number  of  courses  available  to  students  this  year, 
and  there  has  been  student  interest  in  a  wider  range  of  materials  and 
techniques  than  previously.  Ceramics  has  attracted  much  student  atten- 
tion, and  in  the  eighth  grade  there  has  been  interest  in  weaving.  The  art 
program  is  very  flexible,  and  students  may  choose  from  a  number  of  dif- 
ferent individualized  programs.  Instruction  is  focused  on  process  rather 
than  product  in  order  to  bring  out  the  "feeling"  side  of  student  artists 
and  to  inhibit  making  the  end  more  important  than  the  means. 
BEHAVIORAL  SCIENCE  was  taken  over  by  Dr.  Shafiroff  this  year. 
Through  an  "interdisciplinary"  approach,  the  group  is  exposed  to  psy- 
chology, sociology,  anthropology,  and  philosophy.  This  year's  class 
chose  "learning"  for  its  major  focus,  and  consequently  arrangements 
were  made  for  students  to  take  part  in  tutoring  at  Sheffield  Center 
School;  Mr.  Langer  and  Mr.  Alden  supervised.  In  addition,  the  class  is 
conducted  in  terms  of  students'  interests  and  needs.  For  small  group 
work,  students  are  allowed  to  grade  themselves. 

ENGLISH  curriculum  is  presently  being  buoyed  up  with  the  addition  of 
a  materials  file  —  into  which  materials  relevant  to  presently  taught 
English  units  are  being  channeled.  The  file  will  be  especially  helpful  in 
enriching  individualized  instruction  involving  second  semester  English 
IV  —  when  students  are  given  opportunity  to  frame  their  own  course  of 
instruction  to  a  large  extent.  To  provide  more  course  options,  a  mini- 
course,  Journalism,  is  to  be  offered  second  semester  and  taught  by  Miss 
Douglas.  On  the  middle  school  level,  teachers  had  several  days  of  work- 
shop in  the  fall  and  have  restructured  their  teaching  approaches  through 
smaller  language  arts  class  groupings  and  increased  attention  to  the 
special  needs  of  individual  students. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  is  involved  in  the  audio-lingual  approach  to 
mastery  of  languages.  Stress  is  placed  on  practical  use  of  languages  as 
much  as  possible,  and  trips  are  planned  to  various  exotic  places  for  the 
purpose  of  exposing  students  to  the  living  languages.  Presently  such 
trips  are  dependent  upon  fund-raising  activities  that  can  be  suitably  ef- 
fected. Much  of  the  department's  instruction  involves  individualized  or 
independent  study.  Four  languages,  French,  German,  Spanish,  and  Lat- 
in are  presently  being  taught. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  has  increased  its  scope  and  offerings  considera- 
bly this  year.  Mrs.  Brigham's  home  ec.  courses  have  been  complement- 
ed by  Miss  Fairchild's  Home  Management  and  Family  Living  courses 
—  both  of  single  semester  duration.  There  are  co-ed  classes  this  year  in 
which  boys  have  shown  considerable  adeptness  for  handling  traditional- 
ly feminine  specialties  —  such  as  sewing  and  cooking.  Another  room 
has  been  added  to  the  home  ec.  suite  and  has  been  designed  and  reno- 
vated to  be  a  "family  living  center."  Now,  if  improvements  in  schedul- 
ing can  be  effected  in  order  to  allow  more  students  opportunity  to  take 
home  ec,  the  home  ec  department  has  much  that  will  appeal  to  their 
homemaking  instincts.

I-Group  Has  Auction 

I-GROUP  (interdisciplinary)  students  have  been  at  work  on  ten  units  of 
instruction  which  are  unified  by  the  theme  "change."  Each  unit  in- 
volves an  activity  that  gets  students  out  of  the  traditional  classroom  situ- 
ation. For  example,  last  fall  students  earned  $43,000.00  of  "purple  mon- 
ey" which  they  spent  at  an  auction  conducted  by  local  auctioneer,  Bill 
Bradford.  The  purpose  of  the  auction  was  to  illustrate  some  mechanics 
and  concepts  of  inflation. 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  is  available  to  students  in  grades  7  through  12,  and 
girls  as  well  as  boys  are  enrolled.  On  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  lev- 
els, students  learn  woodworking  and  machine  and  handtool  use.  High 
school  level  courses  range  from  mechanical  drawing  through  mainte- 
nance and  metal  working.  This  year,  shop  repair  and  improvement  has 
been  a  major  project.  For  next  year,  plans  are  being  formulated  for  in- 
struction in  industrial  processes. 

MATH  has  been  having  a  busy  and  "constructive  year.  Under  Miss 
Luccarelli,  members  of  last  year's  senior  math  class,  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  math  classes,  and  Mr.  Simanek's  art  department  built  a 
geodesies  dome.  By  the  time  school  was  out  last  spring,  the  dome,  made 
of  wood  and  plastic,  was  essentially  finished.  As  for  the  department  it- 
self, it  has  received  an  NDEA  calculator  grant  this  year,  and  a  new  — 
and  faster  —  computer  terminal  has  been  installed. 

MUSIC  found  itself  inhibited  this  year  by  the  block  scheduling  in  the 
middle  school;  instrumental  instruction  for  seventh  grade  was  eliminat- 
ed, and  7th  and  8th  graders  have  been  taking  only  general  music.  On  the 
high  school  level,  Music  Theory  I  and  II  are  available.  Instrumental  in- 
struction is  offered  in  band  (an  activity)  and  through  student 
instructors. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  has  attempted  to  meet  individual  needs  of 
students  by  offering  a  program  that  allows  selection  of  activities.  For  5 
through  8  students,  there  are  options  of  weight-training,  wrestling,  and 
volleyball.  Nine  through  12  classes  are  co-ed  except  for  basketball.  As 
well  as  physical  fitness,  the  department  is  concerned  with  the  overall 
well-being  of  each  student. 

SCIENCE,  involving  biology,  chemistry,  and  physics,  has  established  a 
strong  basic  program.  Bio-chem  and  physics  courses  provide  the 
groundwork  for  the  advanced  senior  science  courses  which  seriously 
prepare  students  for  college-level  work.  On  the  middle  school  level, 
team  teaching  has  been  effected  utilizing  block  scheduling. 
SOCIAL  STUDIES  on  the  middle  level  has  an  all-revised  curriculum 
which  is  more  activity-oriented  and  which  is  utilizing  more  films.  On 
the  high  school  level,  small  group  work  and  individualization  is  being 
used  more  extensively.  Freshman  students  this  year  went  on  a  United 
Nations  trip  in  the  fall,  and  U.S.  History  students  (juniors)  took  a  trip  to 
see  Gone  with  the  Wind.

Occ.  Ed.  Offers  Basic  Construction 


OCCUPATIONAL  EDUCATION  has  five  basic  programs  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Gauthier:  academics,  business  education,  building 
structures,  electrical  and  mechanical  maintenance,  and  work 
experience. 

Academics  feature  English,  social  studies,  math,  and  science.  English 
and  social  studies  are  designed  for  totally  individualized  instruction 
while  math  and  science  instruction  are  more  traditional  in  approach. 
Business  education  takes  in  typing,  shorthand,  business  math,  book- 
keeping, and  business  orientation.  Individualized  instruction  has  been 
implimented  in  some  areas,  and  some  students  get  on-the-job  experi- 
ence as  student  aides  at  the  receptionist  station  in  the  foyer.  Bookkeep- 
ing students  keep  records  for  the  building  structures  project,  House #9. 
Building  Structures  is  presently  doing  the  finish  work  on  House  #9  on 
Laurel  Lane  in  Sheffield.  Under  Mr.  Sellew,  the  work  by  students  is 
expected  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  school  year.  A  "feeder" 
course,  Basic  Construction  with  Mr.  Poulson,  should  be  beneficial  to  the 
program  in  future  years.  Its  purpose  is  to  prepare  freshmen  in  the  rudi- 
ments of  carpenter,  electrical,  and  plumbing  work  —  along  with  fami- 
liarization of  terminology. 

Electrical  and  Mechanical  Maintenance  students,  under  Mr.  Poulson, 
have  been  at  work  on  mock-ups  learning  electrical  wiring,  plumbing, 
and  finish  work. 

Work  experience  takes  in  about  thirty  students  this  year.  Working  under 
two  classifications,  general  (no  skill  prerequisites)  and  vocation  (skills 
required),  students  are  holding  jobs  with  local  businesses  four  hours  a 
day.  The  work  includes  such  jobs  as  store  clerk,  waitress,  legal  secre- 
tary, welder,  and  specialized  mechanic.  Mr.  Gauthier  has  overall  super- 
vision of  the  group.
